The investigation failed to 
show any Cuban exile linlts he said, 
jut it produced evidence that 
Kennedy assassin Lee Harvey Os- 
wald and Ruby, who shot Oswald 
after the assassination, were “in- 
volved in the same conspiracy, 
along with other pepie,” Sturgis 
said.

“Government agencies got 
quite a bit of information about 
this, not only from myself but from 
other intelligence sources in the 

U.S., ’ he said. .* V 


Sturgis declined to say what 
agency had ordered the investiga- 
tion and would not reveal his 


source for the information of the 
Havana meeting. 

Sturgis said he and other 
agents” gave information of the 
meeting to several government 
agencies in 1964, while the Warren 
commission was still conducting 
hearings, but he did not know 
whether the information reached 
the commission. 

“If thexe was a coverup, the 
White House ordered the coverup, 
Sturgis said. •• ' ' 

Sturgis said the Havana meet- 
ino included Castro, Raul Castro, 
Ernesto (Che) Guevara, Cuban intel- 
ligence chief Ramiro Valdez and an 
Argentine woman who was a Soviet 
Intelligence agent. 

■*: , Sturgis said Ruby matje several 
trips to Ct»ba in the months preced- 
ing Kennedy’s death “trying to 
m ake a deal to sell arms t,o Cuba 
" a nd to try to make a deal to obtain 
illicit drugs through Chba for smug- 
gling into the United States. 

■ "At the meeting with Castro, 
sale of guns and the dfrug deal Were 
discussed along with removal of the 
president, an attempt on the presi 
dent’s life,” Sturgis said. 

"I am not putting it all on 
Castro. Other governments knew Of 
the plot to kill the presldent-There 
an opportunity Th^re fO^al- 
vSatm by certain foreign govern- 
ments," he said.
